AERO CLUB TO HEAR 
AVIATION SPEEGHES 
AT TONIGHT SUINNER 


Three prominent aeroplane inventors 


and manufacturers are to be guests of 
the Aero Club of New England at the 
final ‘banquet of the season to be held 
tonight at the Boston City Club. 

The guests will be W. Starling Bur- 
gess, John R. Purden and Augustus M. 
Herring, and in addition Henry Howard, 
chairman of the club committee on aero- 
planes, will speak on his reéent visit to 
the Wright Brothers’ factory at Day- 
ton, O.

The aero clubs in New England are

The aero club of New England will, i 
cooperation with the aero club of Spring- 
field, maintain a caretaker and balloon 
‘rigger at Springfield who will take 

ieharge of ascensions under the auspices 
;of the clubs at all stations. At Spring- 
field the balloons Massachusetts and 
Springfield, each 56,000 cubic feet, and 
the Boston 35,000 cubic feet, will be 
used to open the season. Then the two 
large balloons will make several flights 
from Pittsfield station, which is specially 
equipped with facilities for supplying the 
balloons with gas for long-distance 
flights. A special gas holder has been 
built for this purpose and four large 
storage rooms. 

Forty members of the clubs and their 
Ariends, including several ladies, have 
already booked for flights, and a num- 
ber from New York will use the Spring- 
field station. There will be four skilled 
pilots available at all times and two 
or tMree have signified their intention of 
making the requisite number of flights 
to qualify as international pilots this 
season. Several ascensions will be made 
for scientific purposes at the time the 
Halley comet is nearest the earth, and 
an attempt will be made to cross Mt. 
Washington and win the trophies for 
long-distance flights and landing in Can- 
ada. 

An ascension for the observation of 
the Halley comet will be made on May 
6 and 18. The one May 6 in the Mas- 
sachusetts at the time the earth is near- 
est the orbit of the comet and when it 
is expected by some that fragments of 
the comet, known as meteorites, may be 
in the air. Passengers in the , balloon 
with C. J. Glidden as pilot will be Prof.

“Theodore H. Hayes, a ranchman of 
North Dakota, of undoubted reputation, 
knew for some time the petitioner,” said 
Mr. Nason. “We have no reason to 
doubt the statements of Mr. Hayes made 
on the witness stand in this court room 
relative to his relation with the peti- 
tioner. He was very emphatic in his as- 
sertion that the petitioner used the name 
of James D. Rousseau in the far West. 
He said that the petitioner’s ranch was 
known as the J. D. R. ranch and that 
he used the J. D. R. as a brand for his 
cattle. 

“The petitioner used to -be a corre- 
spondent for the Dickenson Times. In 
writing his articles he was in the habit 
of using paper of a particular kind. 
This paper bore at the top the following 
words: ‘Write all proper names plainly. 
Write on one side of paper only.’ 

“This same kind of paper bearing the 
handwriting of the petitioner over ‘his 
signature, was found at the Rousseau 
home at Messina, N, Y., and exhibited 
here in court. Does not the paper found 
at the home of the Rousseaus bearing 
this heading have a connecting link with 
that used by the petitioner in Dakota?”

FRENCH SENATE 
DOWNS COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDATION 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS—The French Senate, by a ma- 


jority of 33—154 to 121l—has thrown. 


out the recommendation of its own com- 
mittee to increase the duty on double 
spim cotton yarns, imported entirely 
from England for the Pas de Calais 
lace trade by 30 per cent. The rejection, 
which was moved by M. Boudenoot, the 
senator for the district, and supported 
by the minister of commerce, M. Dupuy, 
was not based on sentimental, but on 
acutely practical grounds, which ex- 
hibit the extraordinarily intricate na- 
ture of all questions of the artificial 
regulation of trade. 

The committee of the Senate has 
recommended this increase in the duties 
paid on this class of cottons on their 
importation, with a view to protecting 
the home industry at the expense of 


the British manufacturer. In doing this 
it had, however entirely overlooked 


,the existence of the struggling lace 


trade of the Pas de Calais. This trade, 


which supports some 56,000 operatives, 


can already barely hold its own against 
the imported lace products of Notting- 
ham. If the increase were permitted, 
M. Boudenoot pointed out, the factories 


‘would be closed and immense hardship 


caused to the operatives. His argument 
Was so conclusive to the minister that 
he induced the Senate, if only by a com- 


paratively small margin, to reverse the 
decision of their committee.

FIRST MAGNETIC 
SURVEY OF AFRICA 


Accomplished Under the Di- 
rection of a Department 
Head of Carnegie Institu- 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

CAPE TOWN — Peculiar interest at- 
taches locally to the results of the lab- 
ors of the magnetic survey of Africa, the 
first ever aecomplished inasmuch as it 
was participatéd in by prominent South 
African educators, working under the 
direction of the authorities of the Car- 
negie Institution in Washington. These 
explorers sent out by the institution 
penetrated from Cape Town to the head- 
waters of the Nile, at Victoria-Nyanza, 
sometimes on foot and sometimes in ox 
carts, through Rhodesia, Portuguese 
East Africa, German East Africa, Ugan- 
da, and British East Africa. 

Dr. J. C, Beattie, director of the phys- 
ics department of the South African Col- 
lege at Cape Town, set out from Cape 
Town in November, 1908, traveling in an 
ox cart accompanied by natives, and 
carried the survey 800 miles through 
German Southwest Africa to Windhook. 
Meanwhile Prof. J. T. Morrison, director 
of the physics department in Victoria 
College, went by sea up the west coast to 
Swakopmund, German Southwest Africa, 
joining Dr. Beattie there, the two con- 
tinuing the work, which was completed 
about the end of last November. The 
work was done under the direction of 
Dr. L. A. Bauer, head of the department 
of terrestrial magnetism, of the Car- 
negie Institution.

DUMA EX-PRESIDENT 
GIVES fil REASONS 
TUR RESIGNATION 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
ST. PETERSBURG—Referring to the 


question of his resignation as president 
of the Duma, M. Homiakoff said to a cor- 
respondent of the Times: “The situation 
was no longer tolerable. The very exist- 
ence of the Duma was compromised by 
internecine sqipbbles, scandals, the atti- 
tude of certain ministers; the general 
policy of the government and the legis- 


lative boycott of the upper house. While |. 


M. Purishkevitch and M. Markoff and 
their party, under stimulus from high 


quarters, constantly created disorderly 
scenes, the revolutionaries on the left— 
and lately the constitutional Democrats 
—blindly responded to the challenge, and 
the other parties are too disjointed to 
offer serious resistance to rowdyism. The 
contemptuous behavior of thé ministers 
M. Schwarz and M. Scheglovitoff added 
fuel to the flames of discord. M. Stoly- 
pin personally is always courteous, but 
his persistent abstention from the House 
further encouraged its enemies. 

“The ferment of hatred is spreading 
throughout the country, thanks to the 
repressive nationalistic policy of the gov- 
ernment. The bureaucratic majority in 
the upper house have deliberately shelved 
reform bills so as to discredit the Duma. 

“T do not wish to single out any}, 
particular party or person. All are more 
or less to blame. M. Miliukoff, as leader 
of the constitutional Democrats, certain- 
ly bears a large measure of responsibil- 
ity. Matters had reached a stage when 
a coup d’etat was necessary. That is the 
real motive for my resignation. It seems 
to have had a sobering effect. The gov- 
ernment has proclaimed its good will 
toward the Duma. I look forward to 
general revulsion of feeling which will 
enable my successor to bring the Duma 
out of the slough of despond.” 

M. Guchkoff, the Octobrist leader, has 
been elected president, at a special sit- 
ting of the Duma, by 221 votes to 68. 
M. Guchkoff will wait until he has had 
an audience of the Czar before deliver- 
ing his presidential address. M. Guchkoff 
has made himself specially conspicuous 
in the past by his fearless criticism of 
officials holding high offices. Some two 
years ago he asked how it was possible 
to expect to see reforms*inaugurated in 
the army and navy, so long as grand 
dukes were at the head of the admin- 
istration of the two services. It was 
M. Guehkoff also who proposed that a 
special committee should be appointed to 
inquire into the mismanagement of the 
war with Japan.

conscious of keeping back the couple be- 
hind them are only too glad to let them 
go through; the feeling that those behind 
are continually kept in waiting and are 
chafing at a delay that could be avoided 
is enough to spoil the pleasure of those 
who are causing the delay, unless they 
fare particularly callous. Unfortunately 
‘there are plenty of players to 
be found who regard being passed 
as a personal indignity which is to 
be avoided at any hazard, and some legis- 
lation on the subject is thefore necessary, 
The etiquette of golf formerly laid down 
that on request a three-ball match must 
allow a single, threesome, or foursome 
to pass, and also that if a match failed 
to keep its place on the green and lost m 
distance more than one clear hole on 
those in front it might on request be 
passed.. In the revised version nothing is 
said on this point, the committee having 
no doubt wisely decided that*it was a 
question for local legislation which might 
well vary considerably according to the 
necessities of each particular course. 
Golf clubs will therefore have to revise 
their rules on this subject, and they will 
be well advised if they make trial of a 
simple rule that any match having lost in 
distance more than one clear hole on 
those in front may be passed. 

A three-ball match, consisting of thrge 
good players, goes far quicker than a 
single between two really bad ones, 
and as long as a match keeps up with 
the pace of the green there need be no 
limit to the number of balls involved. 
Many clubs have at present a rule for- 
bidding four-ball matches on crowded 
days, and although this is an exeres- 
cence on the simple rule above advo- 
cated, there is something to be said for 
it. Experience shows that asking per- 
mission to pass is often an unpleasant 
task, and that the act of passing has 
a hurrying and dislocating effect on the 
play of the passers; anything therefore 
that reduces the necessity for passing 
to a minimum and, one feels disposed to 
add, anything that discourages four-ball 
matches, is not to be lightly cast aside. 

On another matter in this connection 
the committee have done well in being 
perfectly explicit. It was formerly 
ruled that players looking for a lost 
ball must allow all other matches com- 
ing up to pass them. It is now further 
added that “they should signal to the 
playets following them to pass, and 
having given such a signal, they should 
not continue their ptfay until those 
players have passed and are out of 
reach.” 

This last is a rule of behavior fre- 
quently transgressed by players not well 
informed; they signal the couple 
following to come on and then find their 
ball. ‘Sometimes they have the hardi- 
hood to play out the hole and ignore 
their signal altogether; sometimes they 
do not hole out but keep their place hy 
slinking on to the next tee. It would 
hardly appear necessary to recommend 
that those who are allowed to pass 
should acknowledge the permission by 
the words, “Thank you,” or some similar

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FORESTER OF STATE 
PECOMMENDS LAWS 


IN ANNUAL REPORT: 


State Forester: Frank W. Rane’s an- 
nual report, issued today, contains a 
“number of recommendations calculated 
to broaden the scope of the forestry de- 
partment, chief among them being the 
following: 

Provision of funds for establishing 
lavkout stations with telephone connec- 
tions in various sections of the state, to 
be used in detection of forest fires. 

An enactment regulating the use of 
fire balloons. 

A law defining the powers and duties 
of the state forester with regard to for- 
eat fires, and authorizing him to deputize 
state forest wardens. 

Regulating by law the treatment of 
the wlash or brush resulting from Jum- 
bering, in order to lessen damages from 
fires. 

Allow tow: ns 50 per cent for an expen- 
diture for forest fire fighting equipment, 
an amount not to exceed $250 for each 
town thus accepting such aid. | 

That the work of suppressing the elm- 
leaf beetle be placed under the state 
forester. . 

Tha@ the gypsy and brown-tail moth 
law be so amended that the state for- 
ester may take supervision in cities 
ind towns sd desiring it. 

That the work of tree wardens in 
towns be subject. to the approval of the 
state forester. 

That the state forester be allowed suf- 
ficient funds for an assistant, whose 


_ duties will primarily be to master the 


forest fire problem throughout the state. 

That the usual additional appropria- 
~ tion for gypsy and brown-tail moth sup- 
pression, which has been $165,000, be 
again made this year; and that an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 be made for 
handling the elm-leaf beetle, and that an 
additional appropriation of $15,000 be 
made for carrving on the _ forestry 
department work as outlined; total, 
. $280,000. 

That the state forester be authorized 
to accept gifts of lands or funds on 
behalf of the commonwealth, with the 
understanding that all net sales from the 
management therefrom shall be used by 
him for improving the state forestry 
conditions, subject to the approval of 
the Governor and council. 

That the state forester’s appropria- 
tions be made available by the first of 

March. 

_ According to the report, there has 
never been a time in the history of the 
- state when forestry questions were more 
in need of wholesome consideration than 
at present. During the present year the 
results from organization and a more 
definite policy have been evident. The 
forest warden system has been very ef- 
fective. Many of the most influential peo- 
ple from evéry section of the state have 
cooperated in the forward movement 
of forestry endeavors. 4. 

Great interest has been shown in re- 

gard to reforesting the lands of the com- 
monwealth. Land fit only for reforesting 
purposes can be classed under the follow~. 
ing types: Out-over land, burnt-over 
land and run-out pasture land (growing 
ip to gray birch, etc.). Deeds for 929 
acres of land have been recorded and 
the tracts were planted last spring. 
' The state forest nursery at ‘Amherst. 
. on the farm of the agricultural college, 
has been enlarged again, and there is a 
prospect of being able to use at least 
1,200,000 white pine two-year-old trees 
grown in the nursery in the reforesta- 
tion work throughout the state next 
spring. 

It is deemed practically necessary that 
the state operate a nursery of sufficient 
size to raise_its own trees for reforesta- 
tion under the reforestation act. 

Forest fires. the report «ays, have been 
altogether too numerous throughout the 
state during the past season, the num- 
ber of acres burned over being 42,808, 
or a loss to the state of $236,478. The 
chief cause of these fires has been rail- 
road locomotives.

I believe that this com- 
mission will make an early report, upon 
which the city council.may take imme- 
diate action. 

The mavor quoted-from a recent com- 
munication !from the city engineer as 
follows: 

“In connection with the construction 
of the Cambridge, Main street and Mass- 
achusetts avenue subway, most of the 
sewers along the line have been recon- 
stiucted and relaid on the sides of the 
streets, of greater depth and larger sizes, 
and in many places with the introduction 
ef separate sewers. 

“This work of reconstruction has been 
done by the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, the city agreeing to pay for 
the increased sizes, depths, ete. 

“About 18.600 feet of sewer has so 
far been relaid. The total cost of relay- 
ing the sewers will be nearly $100,000, of 
which the city should pay. about $10,000. 

“Active work of construction on the 
subway has been continued during the 
year. There is *now constructed about 
5200 feet of subway, or about 40 per 
cent of the entire length.” 

The mayor added: 

“I think we have a system of sewerage 
in Cambridge as nearly correct as pres- 
ent-day engineering can produce. The 
total length of sewers is 143.04 miles. 
The total cost of the system to date has 
been $2,163.513.87.” 4 

“In the strect department,” h® contin- 
ued, “we are doing as much as the finan- 
cial condition of the city will permit. I 
will say here that excellent results have 
been derived from all expenditures in 
this department. 

“It is important that the work of the 
park department shall continue as in the 
past and that this vear provision be 
made, as early as possible, to continue 
the driveway from Western avenue to 
Magazine street, thus completing a beau- 
tiful park driveway along the river, from 
Main street to Longfellow park. 

“Cambridge is blessed with an ade- 
quate and wholesome water supply, and 
she has always been fortunate in having 
her foremost citizens ready and willing 
to agsume the responsibility of manage- 
jment of the waterworks.

“They are a most interesting pair,” 
was one of the remarks made by the 
King after the departure of his guests. 
“Tl have always looked upon Mr. Roose- 
velt as one of the greatest men in the 
world, and today’s meeting with him has 
only strengthened this impression.” 

The King was just as reticent as 
Colonel Roosevelt as to the details of 

From the palace Colonel Roosevelt 
was driven to the Pantheon, where he 
placed wreaths on the tombs of former 
Kings Emmanuel, Victor and Humbert. 

A great crowd gathered gear the Pan- 
theon and pressed about Mr. Roosevelt 
and his escort. 

Secretary Garrett of the American em- 
bassy and Lawrence Abbott, president of 
the Outlook Company, accompanied Mr. 
Roosevelt to the Pantheon. Mr. Roose- 
velt was aheered repeatedly by the 
crowds along the streets and hundreds 
collected about him whenever the auto- 
mobile halted. 


Mail and Visitors Occupy 
Time for Part of the Day 


The party returned to the hotel after 
the visit to the Pantheon. After lunch 
Mr. Roosevelt spent two hours with his 
mail. He received a visit from the Cuban 
minister. 

Drs. Tipple and Clark of the Methodist 
College in Rome also called upon Mr. 
Roosevelt. During their,visit Mr. Roose- 
velt avoided any discussion of the Vati- 
can affair. Dr. Tipple, however, who is 
at the head of the college, congratulated 
the ex-President on his course. 

Tomorrow morning King Victor will 
take Mr. Roosevelt driving, the honor 
being almost unprecedented. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Miss Ethel will be 
received by Queen Helena this evening, 
at which reception the Dowager Queen 
Margherita will also be present. Later 
the King will give a dinner for the col- 
onel and his family, which, as planned, 
will be the most notable function ever 
given by the King to other than foreign 
kings and members of the Italian nobil- 
ity. 7 

Cardinal Merry del Val, papal secre- 
tary of state, today placed the blame for 
the Vatican controversy upon the shoul- 
of Colonel Roosevelt. He in- 
dicated that if Mr. Roosevelt had quietly 
acquiesced in the plans made for his 
reception by the Pope, the Vatican 
would have-been only too glad to make 
it plain that his acquiescence was in no 
wise a submission or yielding on his part, 
and a world-wide discussion could thus 
have been avoided.

NEW YORK—The Outlook issued vel 
day a letter cabled to the editor- 
in-chief from Naples by Mr. Roose- 
velt which states his attitude respecting 
his failure to visit the Vatican. Mr. 


Roosevelt’s letter to Lyman Abbott, edi- 

tor of the Outlook, follows: . 
“Dear Dr. Abbott: Through the Out- 

look I wish-to make a statement to my 


occurred in connection with the Vatican. 

“I am sure the great majority of my 
fellow-citizens, Catholics quite as much 
as Protestants, will feel that I acted 
in the only way possible for an American 
to act, and because of this very fact I 
most earnestly hope that the incident 
will be treated in a matter-of-course way 
as mertly personal, and above all as not 
warranting the slightest’ exhibition of 
rancour or bitterness. | 

“Among my best and closest friends are 
many Catholics. The respect and regagd 
of those of my fellow-citizens who are 
Catholics is as dear to me as is the 
regard of those who are Protestants. 

“On my journey through Africa I vis- 
ited many Catholic as well as many 
Protestant missions, and 1 look forward 
to telling the people at home all that 
has been done by Protestants and Catho- 
lics alike, as I saw it, in the field of mis- 
sionary endeavor. 

“It would cause me a real pang to have 
anything said or done that would hurt 
or give pain’ to my friends, whatever | 
their religious belief; but any merely 
personal considerations are of no conse- 
quence in this matter. 

“The important consideration is the 
avoidance of harsh and bitter comment, 
such as may excite mistrust and anger 
between and among men. 

“The more an American sees of other 
countries, the more profound must be his 
feelings of gratitude that in his own land 
there is not merely complete toleration, 
but the beartiest good-will and sym- 
pathy between sincere aud honest men of 
different faith--good-will and sympathy 
60 ©o that in the inevitable daily, 
rela of our American life Catholics 
and Protestants meet together end work 


together withou- the .uwought of differ- 
enve of creed being even present in their 
minds. Pie 

“This is # condition varbual to our 
national wellbeing that nothing should 
be permitted to jeopard it. 

“Bitter comment and criticism, acri- 
monious attack and defense, are not only 
profitless but harmful, and to seize upon 
such an incident as this as an occasion 
for controversy would be wholly  inde- 
fensible, and should be frowned upon by 
Catholics and Protestants alike. 

“I very earnestly hope that what I say 
will appeal to all good Americans. 

“Faithfully yours, 
“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 


- The Outlook will print Mr. Roosevelt’s 
despatch with this comment: 

“We are authorized to say that Mr. 
Roosevilt had not directly or indirectly 
communicated with the Methodists or 
any one else, and had not made any 
agreement to speak to or receive any- 
Bay. He entered Rome with no. ar- 
rangements of any kind save for the 
audience with the King, so that the 
Vatican, in endeavoring to impose con- 
ditions upon him, acted before he even 
thought of taking steps for any other 
engagements whatever.” 


American Refuses Terms 


Laid Down by the Vatican 


ROME—The audience which it was be- 
lieved ex-President Roosevelt would have 
with the pope on Tuesday next will not 
occur, owing to conditions which the Vat- 
ican has imposed, and which Mr. Roose- 
velt refuses to accept. 

While at Cairo Mr. Roosevelt received 
the following telegram from Ambassador 
Leishman, dated March 23 

“Mer. Kennedy, rector of the American 
Catholic College, in reply to an inquiry, 
which I caused to be made, requests that 
the following communication be trans- 
mitted to you: : 

“The holy father will be delighted to 
grant an audience to Mr. Roosevelt on 
April 5, and hopes that nothing will 
arise to prevent it, such as the much- 
regretted incident which made the re- 
ception of Mr. Fairbanks impossible.” 

Replying by cable to Ambassador 
Leishman on March 25, Mr. Roosevelt 
said: 

“Please present the following to Mer. 
Kennedy: 

“It would be a real pleasure to me to 
be presented to the holy father, for 
whom I entertain high respect, both 
personally and as the head of a great 
church. I fully recognize his entire 
right to receive or not receive whomso- 
ever he chooses for any reason that 
seems good to him, and if he does not 
receive me I shall not for a moment 
question the propriety of his action. On 
the other hand, I, in my turn, must de- 


cline to make any stipulations or submit ¢ 


to any conditions which in any way 
would limit my freedom of conduct. I 
trust that~on April 5 he will find it con- 
yenient to receive me.” 
On March 28 Mr. Roosevelt at Cairo 
received a cablegram from 
Leishman, giving a messdge from Mer. 
Kennedy, which @ncluded: 

“The audience cannot take place ex- 
cept on the understanding expressed in 
the former message.” 


On the following day Mr. Roosevelt 


sent another message to the American | 


ambassador, saying: 

“The proposed presentation is of course 
now impossible.” 

Regarding the conditions imposed, Am- 
bassador Leishman cabled to Cairo: 

“T merely transmit this communica- 
tion without having committeed you in 
any way to accept the conditions im- 
posed, as the form appears objectionable, 


clearly indicating that an audience would | 


be cancelled in case you sliould take any 
action while here that might be con- 
strued as countenancing the Metliodist 
mission work here, as in the case of Mr. 
Fairbanks. Although fully aware of 
your intentions to confine your visit to 
the King and Pope, the covert threat in 
the Vatican’s communication to you is 
none the less objectionable, and one side 
or the other is sure to make capital out 
of the action you might take. The press 
is already preparing for the struggle.” 


Crowd Greets Roosevelt 
Party on Arrival at Rome 


Many Americans and prominent Ital- 
ians filled the depot when the ex-Pres- 
ident made his appearance at Rome at 


the door of the special car which had 
been provided by the Italian govern- 
ment and which had been filled with 
flewers at Naples. Colonel Roosevelt 
was greeted by Mayor Nathan and SSig- 
nor Bollati, director-general of the Ital- 
ian foreign office, Ambassador Leishman 
and the other members of the American 
embassy. 

A detachment of carabineers and po- 
lice made a, pathway from the train to 
the royal waiting room, the King hav- 
ing ordered that the ex- President should 
be given the same honors as members of 
royal families when they visit the Ital- 
jan capital. 

The streets to the hotel were lined 
with spectators and Colonel Roosevelt 
and his family were cheered from time 
to time as they proceeded in carriagey

Feb. 5, Mr. Fairbanks 
visited the King. It had been -planned 
to have him received by the pope the 
following Momlay. On Sunday the Vati- 
can announced that it would be im- 
possible for Pius X. to receive Mr. Fair- 
banks if he were to carry out his an- 
nounced intention of addressing the 
American Methodist church. 

The Vatican announced that the audi- 
ence was impossible, it being the estab- 
lished rule of the pope to deny an audi- 
ence to all persons acting in the capacity 
of non-Catholic ministers of religion in 
Rome.

SOUTH DAKOTA MAN: 
GIVES NORTHWEST 
WEA OF ELKINS BILL 


WASHINGTON—A review'of the Taft- 
Elkins railroad bill from the standpoint 
of the Northwest was ‘given by Senator 
Crawford (Rep., S. D.) in the Senate 
today. , 

While the bill had many good features, 
he said, it contained also serious defects. 
One of these was the limitation of com- 
merce court jurisdiction to cases arising 
from the orders of the interstate com- 
merce commission. The court should also 
have charge, he said, of cases brought to 
set. aside or suspend the orders of state 
railroad commissioners. Otherwise, with 
the federal government and the states 
makipg conflicting requirements of the 
railroads and the cases resulting being 
tried in different courts there would be 
much confusion.

He introduced also an amendment giv- 
ing the commerce court exclusive 
jurisdiction over state laws deal 
ing with interstate commerce, with the 
prohibition that it should not interfere 
with the enforcement of an express 
statute until a reasonable time after 
took effect and the further provision that 
if a test of the law was made in a 
state court the commerce court should 
take no action until the case was decided.

What We Think of Books Sei Us For Review

“ENGLISH LATERATORE IN ACCOUNT wen 
Reiicion.” By 
Boston and New York: 
Company. 

The author here has given his readers 
a very informing and broadening book. 
bis aim is to show that literature and 
religion are old and @ear companions; 
not always agreeing, sometimes falling 
out, but still inter-related arfd necessary 
to each other, 

English literature is considered as con- 
noting the literary product of the Eng- 
lish language and the common experience 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. The period 
renewed is that of the nineteenth century 
with one chapter of introductory retro- 
Bpection. 

it is understood that a work like this 
leaves room for divergence as to some 
of the conclusions reached. To say that 
it is admirable as an interpretative sur- 
vey does not mean that the author’s dic- 

ta—which are never dogmatic, but leave 
the reader quite untrammeled—will be ac- 
cepted at all points by every one. But 
as a gathering together of the various 
testimony of English literature to the 
ineradicable religious impulse in man- 
kind, and a setting forth of the huge 
debt our literature owes to this religious 
impulse the work is of valuable interest. 

‘The manner is essentially harmonizing. 
‘The author -sees into the heart of move- 
ments and of the men from whom these 
take their expression, and does not 
‘stumble over infelicities of form and 
procedure. He has a wholesome respect 
for both precedence and consensus of 
judgment, but is in bonds to neither. He 
writes with a clear ethical sense. 

It is not profound scholarly discourse 
which we have here,’ out -wise home 
library talk, with occasionally a passage 
of real distinction, and some little kindly 
‘raillery—this last in practise of the au- 
thor’s proved contention that humor-is of 
the household of faith. 

Looked at in this less formal charac- 
ter, one is more tolerant toward the 
talker when he scatters his fire, as he 
‘gometimes does, in cases where a few 
representative authors more rigidly con- 
‘sidered, would illustrate his potnt more 
Jucidly than the many which serve 
yather to confuse it. 

Certain quotations and phrases do 
more than double duty too, and there is 
a lapse or two in statement, as when 
George Macdonald is made the author 
‘of the famous Martin Elginbrod verse 
which he uses in “David Elginbrod.” 

The chapter entitled “The Edinburgh 
‘and the Quarterly” is particularly ex- 
cellent, and there are no dull pages in 
the book. It will widen the horizon of 
the general readers and stimulate study.

An Siaistars “Cui bono?” arises as 
one leafs over this daintily bound and 
beautifully printed little offering from 
the Knickerbocker Press. The outward 
form is all that could be desired as drap- 
ery for the muse, but the muse is not 
present—it is but a lay figure which is 
so chastely clothed. 

Here are no sudden surprises of light 
upon the common aspect of things, here 
is none of the emotion which follows the 

gleam in an abandonment of pure 
ecstasy, none of the poetic energy which 
lifts the sympathetic reader clear out 
of his workaday life into rapt contem- 
plation of the ideal, and therefore the 
truer, vision.

“SaMUCEL THE SEEKER.”” By Upton Sin- 
New York: B. W. Dotige & Co. 


Samuel, aged 17, hies him forth into the 
great world clothed upon with ignorances 
difficult to believe of an American boy, 
brought up by an upright, patriotic 
father, and with two shrewd oider broth- 
ers, even though his home had been on 
the edge of the North Woods. His wide- 
eyed innocence slowly yielding to the 
successive disillusionments which the 
story teller lavishly provides, is the 
story. But Samuel is ‘n fact little more 
than the peg upon which a preachment 
is hung. There is as little lifelikeness 
of character about him as about any 
other of the individuals brought in—they 
all speak the pieces allotted to them like 
puppets in a show, rather than as any 
conviction of actual folks. 

Mr. Sinclair never writes cully, often 
with force, and at times the pure indig- 
nation in these pages flashes out with 
fine effect. But the brilliant portions 
have their opposites In others of an al- 
most ludicrous crudity, and the superla- 
tive note is too insistent. 

The author has literally put his best 
foot foremost. The first chapter has 
touches of delicate pathos and charac- 
terization which arouse Interest in what 
is to follow, but as ’.e book progresses 
to its socialistic culmination it steadily 
deteriorates as a work of art and only 
very seldom does one find a trace of the 
first. excellent flavor. 

There 1s really no contribution here to 
the constructive thinking which alone is 
worthy in dealing with vital sociological 
problems, and not much to choose be- 
tween this and the sersational newspa- 
per rakings to which Mr. Sinclair is 
always too greatly indebtcd. 


“A SUMMER IN ‘TOURAINE.” By Frederic 


Lees, with 12 illustrations in color’ by 
Maxwell Armfield, 87 other illustrations, 
and a map. London: Methuen & Co. 10s. 6d. 


It seems necessary to apologize for 
every fresh book of travels that appears, 
and Mr. Lees gives the “raison d’etre” of 
his work in the dedication which serves 
as an introduction. 

“Prior to setting out on our tour,” he 
says, “I had searched for a book, either in 
English or in French, which would give 
me the facts that I thought were neces- 
sary for the proper understanding of 
the chateaux of the Loire. . . . I found, 
it is true, many books on Touraine, but, 
though some had excellent points, all, to 
my mind, were defective. Some were 
incomplete . . . others were out of date 
or inaccurate; and others, again, were 
either too technical or too diffuse. So I 
had to obtain the architectural, histori- 
cal and topographical information I need- 
ed from a multitude of sources: un- 
wieldy art folios, archeological diction- 
aries, forgotten pamphlets, ancient man- 
uscripts and the musty memoirs of his- 
torical societies.” 

Rightly judging that few tourists have 
leisure for a laborious search after in- 
formation before starting on a holiday 
trip, Mr. Lees, produces his book with 
the laudable intention of sharing the 
fruits of his toil with afl future travelers 
who may be tempted to follow in his 
tootsteps. And Mr. Lees has undoubted- 
ly succeeded in his object. The book is 
neither too diffuse nor too technical, but 
contains just the amount of general in- 
formation which the average intelligent 
traveler is glad to acquire without effort. 


The tour began with Blois, which is 
not, speaking strictly, in Touraine at 
all, but Mr. Lees carefully explains that 
he means to use the word Touraine 
merely as “a convenient name for -a 
certain indefinite part of central France 
celebrated for its historical houses and 
its natural beauties.” Although there 
appears to have been a castle at Blois 
as far back as the tenth century, its 
owners did not make it of any artistic 
worth, the most important part of the 


‘| older buildings still extant being a vast 


hall dating from the thirteenth century 
—now called the Salle des Etats—where 
the States-General, that famous gath- 
ering which had so much influence over 
the destinies of France during the wars 
of religion, met-in 1576 and 1588. The 
present chateau gf Blois was begun by 
Louis XII. and continued by Francis’ I. 

“On entering its courtyard, you will 
feel that you are stepping into the at- 
mosphere of the Renaissance,” says Mr. 
Lees. In this courtyard stands the cele- 
brated staircase, which he describes as 
“a sort of cylinder placed on end against 
the building and covered with the most 
varied, intricate and beautiful designs 
imaginable.” 

Mr. Lees despairs of doing justice to 
this exquisite work of art, but his des- 
cription is much enhanced by a remark- 
ably clear photograph, which conveys 
the details of the, sculpture more ade- 
quately than any word-painting. 

From Blois he passes to Chambord, 
whose chateau built by Francis [. has 
been described by one architect as “an 
attempt to combine in a single edifice 
a fortified castle of the middle ages and 
a pleasure palace.” Speaking of this 
chateau, Mr. Lees tells us how “bear- 
ing the impress of its age, it is™like- 
wise stamped with the image of the king 
who inspired it. Francis was, in truth, 
a strange mixture of the barbarian and 
the man of culture, and a good deal of 
his character can be read in the archi- 
tecture of Chambord.” 

In the center of the building there 
rises a remarkable staircase with a 
double flight of steps, so that people 
can go up and down without meeting, 
though they can see each other through 
windows in the hollow newel. 

From Chambord, with its memories of 
Francis I., we are taken through the 
dreary plains of the sad Sologne dis- 
trict to Chaumont, which although less 
interesting from a historical point of 
view contains many objects worthy of 
note. The next place visited is Amboise, 
whose attractions are second only to 
those of Blois. Here Leonardo da Vinci 
ended his days in the service of Francis 

The most interesting of the lesser 
known chateaux is that of Chinon, the 
favorite residence of Henry II. of Eng- 
land, where he learned tiat his beloved 
son John had revoltedsagainst him, and 
where, in that same room two and a 
half centuries later, the famous inter- 
view between Charles VII. and Joan of 
Are took place. 

During the entire tour, which lasted 
three months, Mr. Lees apparently met 
with but two disappointments; one was 
at Rochecotte, where he had beey led to 
expect a choice collection of old masters; 
the other was Plessis-les-Tours, where, 
with his imagination fired by recollec- 
tions of “Quentin Durward.” he expected 
to see a wonderful fortress in a splendid 
park, insteadof which he found “one 
wing of red brick and stone” set in a 
“malodorous district of piggeries and un- 
sightly cottages.” 

Maxwell] Armfield’s drawings have 
been so recently described in this paper 
(March 5) that it may suffice to say that 
“A Summer in Touraine” contains some 
perfect examples of his delicate transpar- 
ency of douch. For those who prefer de- 
tails to impressions there are 87 beauti- 
ful photographs.

BANK CIRCULATION 


‘Interesting Information Is 
Brought Out in English 
and Scotch Hearings by the 
Monetary Commission.

WASHINGTON Changes in the 
fashions and the extension of the week- 
end holiday have their effect, as well as 
important financial transactions, upon 
the changes of the banknote circula- 
tion of England. This appears with 
other interesting information in the lat- 
est of the publications of the national 
monetary commission, which will be is- 
sued this week. 

Thi¢ publication differs from any of 
the others thus far put forth by the 
. commission is that instead of being 
a monograph on a _ single subject 
it consists, as its ‘title shows, of “In- 
terviews on the banking and currency 
systems of England, France, Germany, 
Seotland and Italy.” 

It was stated by the officers of the 
Bank of England, i: an interview con- 
- ducted under the direction of Senator

* FISHING SEASON 
IS NOW OPENING 


Law Is Off Trout in Massa- 
chusetts on April 15 and 
Already New Hampshire 
and Maine Allow Angling. 


The trout fishing season in New Hamp- 
shire and Maine opened Friday, and the 
season for brook trout and landlocked 
salmon opens in Massachusetts on April 
15. From then ‘on until July 31 one can 
figh in any public waterway and take 
home any fish caught provided you re- 
spect two or three restrictions which 
the state game and fish commission en- 
force. 

These restrictions have to do with the 
length of the fish. You are not allowed 
to take a brook trout less than six 
inches or a pickerel less than ten. 

But even while the state game and fish 
commisgion protects the fishes, it also 
provides good sport for the fishermen, 
for each year it takes thousands of 
small trout and other fish from their 
hatcheries and stocks the ponds and 
rivers throughout the state. The commis- 
sion was instituted about 1856. ;

The scene in the streets of Nuremburg 
in the second act of this production was 
one of the few examples of successful 
architectural treatment of distance that 
have been shown on the Boston opera 
stage this season. When the citizens of 
the old town came up or went down the 
long street, there was no conflict of 
perspectives between them and _ the 
houses. The scenic illusion of a neigh- 
bortood in an uproar was never better 
effected than when Beckmesser’s sere- 
nade called a crowd of young folks to 
the space before Pogner’s house and 
brought an awakened burgher to every 
window in the street nearby. 

Mr. Toscanini conducted “Meistersing- 
er,” as he conducted “Tristan” in Boston 
in January, with strong emphasis on the 
rhythm and continuity of Wagner’s mu- 
sic and with but moderate emphasis on 
its color. He makes the orchestra en- 
ergize the drama rather than comment 
on character and action; his broad and 
vigorous readings of the Wagnerian 
scores have given them a new vitality, 
have proved Wagner to have been right 
when he called himself a writer of the 
music of the future. 


The Metropolitan managers know one 
thing without doubt, that they can pro- 
duce Wagner’s operas as they should be 
produced; they know this as well as the 
managers of the Boston symphony con- 
certs know that they can present in a 
manner that cannot be called in question 
a Bruckner or a Strauss symphony. Who 
will be so foolish as to repine because a 
Slezak did not sing the role of Walter 
on Saturday evening or to wish that 
Soomer could have put all into his im- 
personation of Hans Sachs that tradition 
says belongs there? There was no urgent 
need of the Czech tenor’s large voice in 
the Boston opera house at. any part of 
the “Meistersinger” drama, except pos- 
sibly in the final performance of the 
prize song. Here Mr. Toscanini’s orches- 
tral tone, enlarged to suit the vastness 
of the holiday scene in the Pegnitz mead- 
ow, would have been a little better 
matched by Slezak’s. voice than by 
Joern’s; but this is only a moment in the 
drama and it is more important, after 
all, for its large choral effects than for 
any solo detail. The gigantic Slezak 
eould have added little to a scene in 
which there was heard chorus singing 
like that conducted here by Mr. Tos- 
eanini.

MUSIC OF SATURDAY. 


Four of the most successful operas 
in the repertoires of the two New York 
opera companies were given in Boston 
Saturday, “Traviata” in the afternoon 
and “Thais” in the evening at the Bos- 
ton theater by Mr. Hammerstein’s Man- 
hattan company, and “Tosca” in the af- 
ternoon and “Meistersinger” in the even- 
ing at the Boston opera house by thie 
Metropolitan company. “Joaca” and 
“Thais” were well attended. “Traviata” 
and “‘Meistersinger” called out crowded 
houses. “Traviata” and “Thais” were 
given with the saine leading artists as 
in the Manhattan performances of last 
vear, except that John McCormack, the 
liisl) tenor, was Mime. Vetrazzini's ae- 
sociate in “Traviata” instead of Floren- 
cio Constantins. Kazi opera enalled out 
its own audience. Doubtless more per- 
sone came a long distance to hear Tet- 
razzini at the Boston theater matinee 
than came to hear anv- other artist, 
though many a faraway New England 
ciy and town was represented in the 
Wagnerian gathering at the Boston 
opera house in the evening. 


When the plays of the Irish poet Yeats 
were being performed in America they 
moved but little the hearts of those who 
should have had a patriotic interest in 
them; but the Irish singer McCormack 
comes to America with his Alfredo arias 
and the patriotic spark is kindled at 
once. Why should Yeats’ myths fail 
where MecCormack’s arias succeed? Of 
course it is because McCormack’s warm- 
hearted singing makes its appeal straight- 
way, whereas Yeats’ poetry requires an 
archeological and political annotator. 
The new Irish tenor was no small part 
of the cause of Mr. Hammerstein’s full 
house at the “Traviata” performance. 

Miss Geraldine Farrar drew to her per- 
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 termanes of “Tosca” as she has drawn 


to her operatic concerts in Boston, a large 
number of those suburban lovers of music 
who attend the musical entertainments 
of the city only when famous artists 
can be heard; and of course the regular 
devotees of the Boston opera Saturday 
afternoons were there. Miss Mary Gar- 
den and Mr, Renaud in the evening gave 
many an opportunity they were glad to 
have of showing their preference for the 
modern French opera to the German mu- 
sic drama. What operatic talent there 
was performing in the city in that one 
day! It was enough to stir musical New 
England to its depths and to revive en- 
thusiagm in opera-satiated Bostonians. 
The performance of “Meistersinger” has 
been. reviewed in these columns. ‘he 
casts of the other three operas are here 
appended.

The Sunday evening concert by the 
Manhattan Opera Company illustrated 
the vocal richness of Mr. Hammerstein’s 
company and his success in uneovering 
new talents. 

The well known members of the com- 
pany, as Mmes. Miranda and Gerville- 
Reache and MM. Crabbe and Gilibert, 
were heartily received, especially Mme. 
Gerville-Reache for her vocal grandeur 
and intensely musical interpretation. But 
we were also entertained by Mlle. Re- 
gina Vicarino, a young soprano of ex- 
tensive range and of great promise, and 
by Orville Harrold, who has been exten- 
sively written up as a phenomenal tenor 
of slight training, a protege of the im- 
presario, The inexperience of the young 
tenor was evident, but it is pleasant to 
be able to say that. the rest of the prop- 
osition also holds good. For the voice 
is a phenomenal organ in range, quality 
and brilliance and the volume is abund- 
ant. This young tenor, before attempt- 
ing opera, should be yigidly trained in 
voice production, and\he ought then to 
go far. The opportunity is golden; he 
should seize it in haste before fhe in- 
cense of applause misleads him. For such 
voices aré precious, and he is already 
complacent. 

Mr. Harrold sang “Spirto Gentil,” “La 
Donna e@ Mobile” and“ The Secret” by 
Scott; Miss Vicarino, “Caro Nome.” 
Mme. Gerville-Reache sang an aria from 
the “Queen of Sheba” and “Ah mon fils” 
from “Le Prophete,” to which she gen: 
erously added “Habanera” from “Car- 
men.’ Tschaikowsky’s “1812” overture, 
sympathetically conducted by Mr. De La 
Fuente, wis well received.

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REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 
PREPARING DEFENSE 
OF ADMINISTRATION 


WASHINGTON—An aggressive defense 
by the Taft administration is aboyt to 


be thrust berore the pecple of the United | 


States. Convinced that the public mind 
has been impressed by attacks of various 
kinds upon the adminictration in many 
parts of the country, arc that the criti- 
cisms cannot b+ permitted to pass un- 
answered without injury to Republican 
prestige, the party leaders have decided 
to “carry the war into the enemy’s 
country.” 

President Taft is now declared to be 


ready and anxious to assume the of-/¢ 


. fensive. The opening guns will be fired 
next Saturday night in Washington by 
the President in person, and in Chicago 
by Atty.-Gen. Wickersham. 

Mr. Taft will speax in this city on 
the subject of organization, and he will 
be supported by other powerful orators 
of the Republican party. Atty.-Gen. 
Wickersham’s subject will be the poli- 
cies of the administration. 

The speeches by the President in 
Washington, Senator Lodge, Representa- 
tive McKinley of Illinois, chairman of 
the Republican congressional comittee; 
Representative Duncan McKinley of Cal- 
ifornia, John Hays Hammond, president 
of the National League of Republican 
Clubs; John A. Stewart of the New 
York league and John G. Capers, na- 
tional committeeman for South Caro- 
Jina, at the same gathering, and that of 
Mr. Wickersham at Chicago, are ex- 
pected to supply the themes for other 
prominent Republicans, 

The party, it is said, expec{s confi- 
dently to close the session os Congress 
‘ with interstate commerce, statehood, 
postal savings, anti-injunction and con- 
servation legislation. In addition, it is 
hoped that a statement may be issued 
showing that a very greut saving has 
been made in the expense of carrying on 
the governmental business. 

_ Little is being said by the party lehd- 
ers about the issue of “Cannonism,” be- 
yond the statement that this question 
will take care of itself at the right time. 

Rumors are circulating with consider- 
able freedom about the capital that be- 
fore the congressional elections some 
changes may be expected in the Presi- 
dent’s cabinet, but none of these stories 
can be confirmed. 

Among the possible retirements fre- 
quently mentioned are those of Secretary 
Dickinson of the war department and 
Postmaster-General Hitchcock. Also, it 
is said that Mr. Ballinger may resign 
from the interior department at the 
close of the present investigation, if the 
change can be made without subjecting 
himself to the charge of “retiring under 
fire.” 

Some of the party leaders are urging 
upon the President the desirability of 
appointing. for the treasury portfolio 
some man who has been affiliated with 
the party. There is no dissatisfaction 
with the administration of Secretary 
‘MacVeagh, but some politicians argue 
that the President should use every lev- 
- erage to advance the administration po- 
litically. | 

If two or more changes should be made 
in the cabinet it is said, with some show 
of authority, that one of the places 
would go to William J. Loeb, Jr., former 
sercetary to Mr. Roosevelt and now col- 
lector of customs in New York.- 

No one in the confidence of President 
Taft, it is said, would be surprised if the 
vacancy on the supreme bench should 
be offered to Governor Hughes of New 
York. The general opinion, however, 
seemed to be that he would not aecept 
the place. It is generally expected that 
Solicitor-General Lloyd W. Bowers will 
be offered the justiceship.

SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
MILK SOUP. 

Two pounds of potatoes, two: heokce or 
Spanish onions, two quarts of* boiling 
water, one pint of milk, two ounces of 
butter, three dessertspoonfuls of crushed 
tapioca, pepper and salt to taste. 

The potatoes and leeks must be peeled 
and put into two quarts of boiling 
water, in which they must continue to 


boil until quite tender; pass both water) 


and vegetables together through a sieve 
and put them back into the stewpan ; 
now add the milk, butter and seasoning; 
place it on the fire and keep stirring, 
at the same time sprinkling in the 
crushed tapioca; another 10 minutes’ 
boiling will be necessary, after this is 
all added, ta cook the tapioca; then 
serve. ° 

Care must be taken to keep stirring 
to the end, or the tapioca will stick to- 
gether and be lumpy. 


DUTCH ROLL. 

Take two pounds of rump steak and 
two pounds of veal f¢utlet and finely 
mince together. Add one half ‘of bread 
crumbs with a seasoning of parsley, 
sage, pepper and salt. Three eggs, with 
a dash of mustard, are put into the 
basin, and the whole is then formed 
into a roll. Dried bread crumbs thickly 
sprinkled over .it, two sheets of buttered 
paper placed around it and bake for 
about two hours. When cold cut into 
thin shices with a sharp knife. 
SCRAMBLED EGGS WITH BOILED HAM 

Chop six ounces of boiled ham finely, 
then crack six eggs in a bowl and beat 
until light; add four tablespoonfuls of 
milk or two of cream and beat two min- 
utes longer. Then place a small sauce- 
pan with one tablespoonful of butter 
over the fire, and as soon as this is 
melted pour in the eggs, stir until they 
begin to thicken and then add_ the 
chopped ham and stir one minute longer. 
Serve on a dish with slices of buttered 
toast, 

FRIED OYSTERS. 

Drain two dozen large oysters and dry 
them in a napkin; dip them first in flour, 
then in beaten egg, then in cracker 
crumbs; put them in a wire basket and 
fry in boiling@lard. Fried oysters should 
be a warm brown and served on hot 
plates on Jayers of white paper to ab- 
sorb the superfluous grease. 


BROWNED MUFFINS. 

One cupful of cornmeal, two cupfuls of 
rve meal, one fourth of a cupful of mo- 
lasses, one half teaspoonful of salt. Dis- 
solve one fourth of a yeast cake in a 
little tepid water, add it with enough 
water to make a soft dough. Let rise 
over night. In the morning add one salt- 
spoonful of soda dissolved in a table 
spoonful of warm water. Drop into 
muffin pans, let stand till light. Bake in 
a moderate oven.

FOR COMING VOTERS 


Six hundred men attended the annual 
“new voters festival” exercises held -in 
Fanepil hall Sunday afternoon for the 
eighth successive year. The meeting 
Charles W. 
Eliot. Mayor Brand Whitlock of To- 
ledo spoke on “Citizenship,” Judge Mich- 
ael J. Murray on “The Importance of the 
First Vote” and Judge Francis C. Lowell 
administered the “freeman’s oath.” 

Dr. Eliot advised the new voters to 
bend their efforts toward obtaining a 
more simplified ballot, declaring that he 


had not been able to use the ballot at 
the last election in an intelligent and 
satisfactory manner. 

Mayor Whitlock congratulated Boston 
and its voters on their mutual good 
merits and advised. the men to hold aloof 
from political parties and to vote as their 
consciences dictated. He said in part: 

“We hear a good deal of the danger 
of throwing away votes. It is all fool- 
ishness. If the vote of a citizen repre- 
sents his own principles, that vote, even 
if it were the only one in all America 
so cast, cannot be thrown away. 

“We speak of men ‘belonging’ to par- 
ties, and in using the term we have 
come upon a danger. If you ‘belong’ to 
a party you are in a sense owned by 
the party. Free men ought not to be 
owned by any party. 

“The English language lacks one word. 
We speak of love for country as pa- 
triotism; we need a word for the love 
a man bears or should bear for his city.” 

Judge Murray believed that it was 
wrong to. act independently and apart 
from political parties and maintained 
that mere honesty was not sufficient. He 
declared that it was necessary to be 
practical and to cooperate with either 
one of the two great parties in state 
or national affairs.

EARLY SHOWN 


New Western Maryland Com- 
pany Successful in Bring- 
ing the Property to Paying 
Basis in a Few Months. 


The declaration of a quarterly divi- 
dend of 1 per cent on the preferred stock 
of the Western Maryland Company calls 
attention again to the rapidity with 
which it has recovered from the period 
of depression which meant for it a re- 
ceivership and reorganization. The an- 
nouncement that the earnings 
largely in excess of the amount required 
for the dividend, which is $100,000, indi- 
cates that the management was conser- 
vative in beginning the payment of divi- 
dends even at this early date. The old 


company was sold under foreclosure in 
November of last year. Consequently the 
new company has had possession of the 
property only a few months.

were 


conditions were most unfavorable, 
with a proper reorganization and reas- 
onably good times satisfactory results 
could be shown. While in some respects 
the reorganization plan seemed drastic, 
it was regarded as the best solution of 
the difficulties in which the company 
found itself. 

When steps began to be taken to re- 
organize the property, it came to light 
that powerful financial interests were 
the principal owners of the securities, 
particularly the bonds, and they ~were 
willing to lend all the financial support 
needed to make the proposed reorganiza- 
tion plan effective. It also became known 
that the Western Maryland would not 
be utilized as an outlet to the Atlantic 
seaboard for the Gould line, but that in 
all probability connection would be 
effected with another strong system de- 
sirous of reaching the seaboard farther 
south than its present terminus. 

This supposition proved to be entirely 
correct inasmuch as it was officially an- 
nounced in due time that a comprehen- 
sive traffic agreement had been entered 
into with the Pittsburg & Lake Erie, 
which is a part of the New York Cen- 
tral system, and that the Western Mary- 
land would build a line to connect with 
the Vanderbilt road. In Baltimore last 
week the stockholders at a special meet- 
ing ratified unanimously a plan for 
financing the construction of this line.

A Time Saver 


The duration of the voyage between 
New York and San Francisco by way 
of Cape Horn amounts to 140 days out- 
ward and 130 days homeward, while 
the passage from New York to Colon 
may. be made in 20 days and the return 
in 28 days.

One 
of the hardest cases which Mrs. Brown 
has ever had to examine was where a 
wad of currency jammed into a type- 
writer-ribbon box for safe keeping had 
been in a house that was burned.

A FEW MONTHS ago it was pointed out in 
these columns that the discovery of some 
feet of a Victorian bed coverlet inside the 
famous wax bust attributed to Leonardo da 
Vinci was evidence rather of the fact that 
Richard Lucas had slept under that coverlet 
than that Leonardo had. The prescience 
of that remark has since been justified, and

| Dr. Bode has been wounded in the house of 
his friend. An examination of the wax of 
which the bust is composed, made by Dr. George Pinkus, and 
published in the Chemiker Zeitung, the principal German scientific 
paper, shows that it consists of three ingredients, namely, lac, 
spermaceti and beeswax. Spermaceti, Dr. Pinkus declares, was an 
unkriown quantity before the eighteenth century; the consequence 
is that the incontrovertible fact emerges that the bust cannot have 
been molded earlier than the year 1700. Now, Leonardo's life 
extended between the years 1452 and 1519, a date which makes it 
tolerably certain he was not a worker in any material of which 
spermaceti was an ingredient. It happens, however, that Lucas was 
in the habit of making use of this particular mixture of lac and 
spermaceti. The conclusion, therefore, is not a strained one that 
Richard Lucas and not Leonardo da Vinci was the real molder of 
this famous bust. | 

Dr. Bode’s faith is still unshaken. He quotes the dictum of 
Professor Lippmann that the earliest known reference to spermaceti 
occurs in the year 1530, and declares that spermaceti was abundantly 
used in the Mediterranean basin in the beginning of the sixteenth 
century. At this point it is evident that Dr. Bode’s margin 1s 
becoming perilously narrow, while Dr. Pinkus drily declares that 
the composition of the disputed bust is so exactly that used by Lucas 
that the similarity can only be accounted for on the supposition that 
Lucas and Leonardo used the same recipe. As for the supposition 
that he had analyzed some of the wax which might have been added 
to the exterior of the bust by Lucas while it was in his possession, he 
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explains that this objection was foreseen, and that the wax analyzed 
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was taken from the core by the sculptor Martin Schauss when the 
bust was opened and the Victorian bed coverlet exposed to light. 
When one begins to realize that the whole of Dr. Bode’s argument 
is founded on the supposition that Leonardo may have worked in 
wax, and that the bust may consequently be his, and that there is no 
further evidence of either fact, his ground becomes dangerously 
uncertain. 

The really interesting point in the whole matter is this, that the 
artistic merit of the bust remains precisely the same as before. But 
before the attribution was made to Leonardo, the bust had changed 
hands at what Mr. Micawber would have termed “the ridiculous sum 
of 1s.” The attribution to Leonardo raised its price to £9250, or 
195,000s—at which price it was sold to Dr. Bode for the Berlin 
Museum. To discover its value in the present circumstance is a 
riddle that will probably be as hard to solve as that of the Sphinx.

The good citizen who contents 
himself with complaining of, or mourning over, existing political 
conditions is not playing a creditable part. His sins of omission are 
as dangerous to the community as the offenses committed by those 
upon whose shoulders he is often todo willing to throw his own 
responsibilities. Good citizenship does not consist merely in fault 
finding, in sporadic outbursts of indignation, nor in eloquent and 
virtuous appeals to others to come forward and rescue the com- 
munity from the clutches of the spoilsman, but in doing one’s part 
individually, courageously and unremittingly. 

The field of politics is wide and inviting. It calls as loudly as 
any within the range of present observation for earnest laborers. 
To go into politics does not necessarily mean that one shall become 
an office seeker; nevertheless, a desire for office on the part of one 
who would serve the public honestly and efficiently should not be 
regarded as an unworthy ambition. Politics cannot contaminate the 
honorable man, while the honorable man can help to raise politics to 
a higher level. Nor should politics be simply sneered at by those 
whose ideals have been offended and shocked by a certain class of 
politicians. The idealist is also needed in politics. If politics has 
degenerated, it is in large measure due to the fact that the good 
citizen has been neglectful of one of his first duties. It 1s high time 
he were waking up to a realization of the fact that all the blame for 
corruption in politics, does not belong to the bad citizen. .s

think or to do great things, particislarly when he permits himself to 
nurse the instincts or to cherish the ambitions of a hero. , 

If we would accept the teachings of these writers, we’ must, 
of course, utterly forget the most illustrious names in the world’s 
scroll of fame—the men who were the makers rather than the 
beneficiaries of all that is worth while in ancestry. This and all 
other efforts to find a cause for manly worth exterior to the man 
himself—to @ttribute manly virtué to some remote influence—may 
properly be denominated literary snobbishness, and should be granted 
no encouragement in a democracy. Let it rather be understood that 
in a very large measure we are what we make ourselves by right 
thinking, right acting and right living.

He has in 
contemplation, it 1s said, the employment of dirigible airships of the 
Zeppelin type, with a flight capacity for each of 2500 miles. | 

As he has at present laid his plans, the line would go around 
the world, the principal stations being New York, Chicago, Omaha, 
Denver, Salt Lake City, San Francisco, Seattle, Fort Williams, 
Behring, Sakhalien, Tokyo, Peking, Irkutsk, Omsk, Orenburg, Mos- 
cow, St. Petersburg, Riga, Berlin, Cologne, Paris and London. By 
taking this route, as he points out, both the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans are avoided. It is a roundabout way to London, of course, 
but the speed would be so great, it is supposed, that the British capital 
would be brought closer to us than it is now. 

Nothing can be done in connection with this proposal at present, 
for, as the second assistant postmaster-general told Mr. Brodbeck, 
there 1s no appropriation available from which a sufficient amount 
to meet the cost of the undertaking could be drawn. There will be 
some who will pronounce the idea visionary. There will be others 
who will pass it by with a smile. But have we any real reason for 
doubting that the airships will carry the mails in the future?

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THERE is no end of good material of an 
argumentative character for the foes of the 7 
smoke nuisance and the friends of electrifi- Fewe F 
cation in the gradual yet striking diminution r rogs 
of the number of fogs in London. The year in 

1905 was one of the worst in respect to fogs 

that London had experienced in many years. London 
In that year there were no less than 44 of 
them recorded. Since then they have been 
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becoming fewer year by year. Only four 
were: recorded last year. During the past winter London is said to 
have been practically fog free. 

In money, this means a great deal, since a genuine London fog, 
it is claimed, involves for that city a loss of $750,000, through the 
interruption of business. It causes also no end of inconvenience and 
discomtort, and not infrequently hardship and actual suffering. For 
a long time numerous and somewhat involved theories were held in 
an attempt to account for the origin of these fogs, but in recent years 
it has been settled that these fogs would be no more dense than those 
felt in other parts of the British Isles were it not for their mixture 
with London smoke. Further evidence in support of this position is 
now found in the _i" soe diminution in the number of fogs, as well 
as in the rapid loss of their opacity, coincident to the introduction of 
electricity for general domestic and business service. 

There is less smoke in the great metropolis now; consequently, 
less fog of the disagreeable kind. London may continue to have fogs, 
but it is fairly probable that tiereafter they will be of the common 
and not of the London “‘particular order.” |

SHIPPING men on the Great lakes are enter- 
taining expectations of an unusually busy 
and prosperous season. Last year, with its 
gain in total lake shipments of about 34 per 
cent as compared with 1908, was excellent, 
but 1910 promises to be, better.

It is 
ee ™ caleulated that this season there will be more 
ore carried, and the rate is ten cents per ton over what has heretofore 
prevailed. President Livingston of the Lake Carriers Association

An extraordinary development has taken place in the commerce 
of the Great lakes, due to the immense increase in population of the 
country, the resources and production in such staples as iron ores, 
wheat and corn, and generous expenditures for the improvement 
of harbors and canals and the construction of wharf and dock facili- 
ties. Operating on the Great Jakes and the St. Lawrence are over 
3000 steam, sail and unrigged vessels of a gross tonnage of about 
2 500,000. There is a hustling spirit of enterprise manifested 
among the lake shipping men that counts largely in business results. 
Those who are opposed to national subsidies assert that the same 
push applied to our merchant marine on the high seas would work 
a transformation that would make our-flag common where those of 
foreign countries now prevail. |

THE assertion is made that never before 
were there so many agreements in restraint 
of trade in this country as at present; and 
yet they are in violation of the law. 
Frequently, in years past, it has been 
common knowledge that temperance laws, 
deliberately placed upon our statute books, 
have been broken daily and hourly. Con- 
tinuance of such practises must tend to 
bring all laws more or less into contempt. 
Laws should be obeyed, otherwise they are of no avail. If not 
complied with voluntarily, then they must be enforced. In case 
they are bad laws, their enforcement should speedily lead: to repeal 
Or amendment. If a statute cannot be enforced after due diligence 
and effort by the proper authorities, one may safely conclude that 
the law is defective. Take the trade law referred to above. The 
process of evasion is described as follows: 

After discussion and a careful canvass of the situation. one of the 
manufacturers (say, in the hardware trade) remarks that he is going to 
make his price and discount 75 and 10 per cent, Another manufacturer 
then intimates that he has been feeling the necessity of an advance and 
intends to make his price and discount 75 and 10 per cent, “without 
regard to what the rest of you may do,” and so it goes around the 
circle, and the new price is in effect. They have not agreed (7?) on their 
action, but by a very happy coincidenc> they simultaneously determine 
on the same price, a price which they understand will be maintained by 
their competitors.

On the other hand, 
business men claim that only in this way can trade be carried on 
profitably.

We want just and 
beneficial laws which shall be fully and impartially executed; we 
should have no merely nominal regulations that fail of operation 
and invite disrespect.

| to be found. Wood pulp answers admirably 

for temporary »urposes; it fails when it 
comes to the test of time. Librarian Hill of the Brooklyn public 
library, who has been making an investigation, states that’ the 
existence of a periodical printed on wood pulp paper is not likely to 
be more than fifty years. This means, he says, that the material 
for history contained in the newspaper will be unavailable within the 
period mentioned and that all such historical records will disappear. 
Mr. Hill is free to remark that we can very well bear the loss of a 
great many books printed on wood pulp paper, but the loss of news- 
papers containing the news of the day, he thinks, would be felt for 
all time. 

It is possible the chemist may come to our aid and render the 
wood: pulp more lasting. Or we may have to turn to other discov- 
eries. Cotton and corn have been resorted to.in attempts to solve 
the paper problem. Paper has been made from both these materials. 
In the case of the former it is contended that the fiber of the cotton 
plant's limb and stalk is stronger than the fiber of spruce wood, and 
not much weaker than that of flax.. This being true, the cotton 
stalk paper should, in strength and texture, take its place between 
ordinary wood pulp paper and the higher grades of linen paper. Its 
durability may prove greater than that made of wood. 

The manufacture of paper from cotton and corn stalks has not 
as yet, apparently, reached the successful commercial stage, and the 
field is still open to the inventor and discoverer.

THE reply of Mr. Asquith in the House of 
Commons to a question regarding the grow- 
ing of beet sugar in the United Kingdom has 
drawn attention once more to the subject. 
Sugar, of course, like tea, coffee, and choco- 
late is one of the staple commodities delib- 
erately! excepted from the theory of free | 
trade for the purpose of raising revenue. It | 
is the fact that these commodities are taxed | 
which places one of the strongest weapons 
in the hands of the tariff reformers, and which makes the position 
of the free fooders unnecessarily weak. These articles of food offer, 
however, a peculiarly simple method of raising revenue, and duties 
are levied on them, in consequence, purely for the purpose of raising 
revenue and not in the least with any view to protection, as three of 
them, at any rate, could not possibly be produced in the kingdom. 

To a prime minister or to a chancellor of the exchequer, respon- 
sible for the task of raising the necessary revenue, the prospect of 
losing the ability to tax these products would be unpalatable. So 
easy 1s it to collect the duties, and so valuable are they when collected, 
that not all the pressure of the Radical party has ever been able to 
induce any single government to relax its grasp on them, and Mr. 
Asquith’s recent reply, in the House, on the subject of the encourage- 
ment of a beet crop in the United Kingdom was almost contemptu- 
ous. For some time, hdwever, the idea has been growing that there 
is no reason why the entire amount of beet sugar imported into this 
country should not be grown at home. It would mean an annual 
loss to the foreign grower of £17,000,000, and a corresponding gain 
in labor to the home, country: Nor is it easy to see what the diffi- 
culties Mr. Asquith accepted are. The only question is that of 
climate, and, at the risk of being enigmatical, the question of climate 
does not seem to present any question. The result is that public 
opinion is beginning steadily to assert itself and to give expression to 
the belief that the sole cause of the opposition which exists to the 
project in government circles may be summed up in’ the single word 
“excise, |
